THE SYSTEM ELECTIVES.—In educa- 
tional circles well others, theories some- 
times come into fashion and then pass out. the 
theory which college students were permitted 
elect what courses they would take about 
abandoned? The elective system was introduced 
Harvard under the Presidency the late Charles 
Eliot. President Lawrence Lowell, President 
Eliot’s successor, delivered address the an- 
nual dinner the Chamber Commerce the 
State New York the course which said: 

“There was theory that the way make men 
educate themselves was select the subjects 
which they were interested. The trouble that 
nine boys out ten have real interests, and 
you ask them what their interest is, they will select 
the thing which offers the least obstacle. other 
words, their object instead being cultivate the 
mind effort, attempt cultivate the mind 
with the least expenditure energy. Almost any- 
one will become interested that which really 
does earnestly. other words, doing comes not 
from interest, but interest comes from doing.” 

Even while the system elective studies was 
its height, there were experienced educators who 
demurred it. Surely must suffer waning prest- 
ige when challenged the light its results 
the head the institution which did more than any 
other bring into vogue. 


STUDYING FOR THE PROFESSIONS. 
Changes the trends toward various professions 
are indicated statistics which have been collected 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference Divi- 
sion Education. 

The total number undergraduates enrolled for 
professional courses the Catholic colleges and 
universities the country 1928 was 23,189, 
whom 3,411 were women, and 19,778 were men. 
Law continues attract greater number than any 
other professional course, with 7,418 students en- 
rolled during 1928, against 5,882 1926. Commerce 
and business exhibit falling-off, the enrollment 
being 5,150 compared with 5,926 the earlier date. 
The number students taking engineering courses 
increased from 1,685 2,450. Medicine and sociol- 
ogy, social science, showed gains, while dentistry 
and journalism disclosed losses, the falling-off 
the journalism course being greater proportionally 
than any other. Four hundred and fifty-two 
were studying preparation for the field news- 
paperdom 1926, and only 224 1928. 

Perhaps the consolidation newspapers which 


has been progress late offers economic 
reason for the decrease the number young 
people looking forward editorial careers. 
fewer newspapers, will more difficult than 
formerly for budding journalists obtain employ- 
ment. The average student journalism does not 
expect set independently the start, whereas 
budding lawyers and doctors frequently are antici- 
pating embarkation practice their own ac- 
count. There wide difference between the 
financial equipment required for launching news- 
paper and that which will enable lawyer 
doctor rent office. 


ATHLETICS AND SCHOLARSHIP. Dean 
Nicholson Wesleyan University, who secretary 
the Collegiate Athletic Association, has compiled 
statistics which convey the idea that college ath- 
letes, group, not live long college honor 
men. Something like this has been done before. 
fair assumption, however, that the data which 
has collected are not sufficiently exhaustive 
warrant their acceptance conclusive. Indeed, 
they have suggested the remark that many men 
belong both groups. 

Over-addiction athletics not com- 
mended, but the present stage investigation, 
would rash assert that college athletics shorten 
life. the other hand, there are statistics cast- 
ing suspicion working for scholastic honors 
college prejudicial length years. 

There is, and likely for long time 
come, considerable contingent young men 
college who will for athletics, let statisticians 
say what they will. hoped that the young 
men with ambition for learning will show least 
much devotion their ideal their fellows 
who prefer sports scholarship and bats and balls 
and boats books.

Shakespeare rich and varied that 
can supply material for any sort business. There 
was once advertising man who engaged find 
slogan from the plays for every line commerce. 
One for bakery me, where fancy 
which sounds better than looks, and one for 
dry cleaner was ‘Out, damned Such genius 
Shakespeare’s knows limits. fresh and 
modern and easily fitted the requirements 
every age.” 


COLLEGE STUDENTS AND STUDY.—Does 
the modern youth work hard while college? Dean 
McConn, Lehigh University, answers this ques- 
tion the affirmative type students some- 
times reputed idlers. reports that “in gen- 
eral, fraternity men are very industrious.” Going 
explain the nature their industry, affirms 
that many them work night and day for weeks 
stretch, “devoting enough time their studies 
stay college, but expending considerably more 
effort their all-important outside activities.” Not 
without reason, has been customary with educa- 
tors discussing outside activities regard them 
with disfavor when they compete with the regular 
curriculum for the time members the student 
body. Dean McConn takes other ground. 


From his point view the majority the 800,000 
undergraduates American colleges “cannot be- 
come genuinely interested higher learning.” Not- 
withstanding the circumstance that they are obliged 
perform certain amount study condition 
remaining college, they “do not have real 
appreciation the finer things literature nor 
the intricacies advanced mathematics.” them 
the outside activities are more “practical” than the 
scholarly activities, and they turn outside ac- 
tivities with heart and soul. Dean McConn 
frankly for letting them have their way, and argues 
the matter follows: 


“Admitting that this ‘new brand’ higher edu- 
cation does not attain the same goals the older 
forms learning, does emulate the qualities which 
make for success the modern world business, 
such initiative, energy, the will-to-win, planning 
and organizing, and contacts with other people. The 
undergraduate quick sense the similarity be- 
tween the requirements for success these activi- 
ties and the requirements for success business 
career, and hence sees them ideal training 
school for his career after graduation.” 

Then Dean McConn goes praise the frater- 
nities, which “play very essential part fostering 
outside activities,” serving the hub from which 
the outside activities radiate. The Dean’s concep- 
tion the modern college that miniature 
world business, with all the characteristics there- 
appertaining, “providing excellent training for 
ambitious and energetic youths.” 
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There will continue upholders the ideal 
colleges and universities seats learning and 
culture. Institutions for the training scholars 
may some day separated from those for devotees 
outside activities who dislike intellectual pursuits.

The guidance center will attempt 
find out what the children can especially well, 
exposing them all types education and 
training and then allowing the pupils select the 
courses study which they seem best 
suited. The efforts the guidance will directed 
all classes students within the group, includ- 
ing the slow, the mediocre and the bright. Not only 
will the plan aid the pupil finding out what 
suited for, but will also help the teachers learn- 
ing the attitudes, interests and habits the pupils, 
which they can further help the students 
selecting the work which they are adapted.” 

Advantages expected derived from the plan 
include the development personality conscious- 
ness the student the place self-conscious- 
ness; the development leadership. Students, 
believed, will happier their work; students 
will acquire wisdom the selection vocational 
courses; and all the pupils will learn how select 
courses study high school and college uni- 
versity. 

The outcome this Chicago experiment will 
watched with interest. 


MORE PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 
grounds greater number than before have become 
need since the advent the automobile, which, small 
towns well large, and even remote country 
roads, menaces all who happen set foot where they 
may reached traffic. 

Many cities generously supplied with parks are need 
playgrounds. children the parks when they 
have been warned off the streets, frequently they find 
themselves confronted with the injunction “Keep off 
the Grass!” Where playgrounds are wanting, this in- 
tolerable. Young people must have facilities for exercise. 
However, spacious areas difficult access will not suffice. 
Everywhere there must small playgrounds provided 
public cost and near enough where those who will use 
reside avoid the necessity expenditure for car- 
are. 

the smaller towns this need not entail heavy outlay, 
for usually the smaller towns real estate relatively 
cheap. There are large cities which the expense 
buying land for playgrounds will not inconsiderable, 
but tax-rolls are larger there, and the burden will dis- 
tributed. For every community concerned will bet- 
ter make liberal expenditure this way than keep 
jeopardy present the lives and limbs and health 
the rising generation.

The results that should obtained the 
teaching Arithmetic the grades. 

The time devoted this subject. 

value tests and the importance drill 
and accuracy Arithmetic. 

What results should obtained the teaching 
Arithmetic? 

Educators are not agreed regard all the 
ideals striven for the teaching arithmetic, 
and not probable that complete agreement will 
reached this point. Numerous reasons for the 
teaching arithmetic have been advanced, but most 
people will agree that the main, the subject has 
two-fold justification. taught because its 
practical bread-and-butter value and because the 
opportunity affords for setting before the public 
certain standards concise, logical thinking. Arith- 
metic means the only subject that serves 
these two purposes, but few will deny that serves 
them distinctive way. 

The teacher must recognize not only the general 
purposes for which arithmetic taught, but 
should have clearly mind the specific aims the 
work each the grades which teaches. 
However, not wise attempt draw too fine 
distinction between the aims the work each 
the grades. These aims will influenced more 
less local and individual factors, but gen- 
eral, certain purposes may considered prime 
importance the respective grades. Unless the 
goals are striving reach each grade 
definitely known, there will much waste the 
teaching arithmetic. For, “aimless teaching 
worthless teaching.” 

The work the first and second grade aid 
the pupils image clearly the objects and groups 
objects proper number relations. This can 
accomplished means counting, number games, 
rhymes, addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division the simpler combinations, drawings, con- 
struction work, etc. 

The forty-five combinations given various 
forms are very good beginning number work. 
These are taught exclusively means objects 
during the first two three months the first 
grade, the entire first year’s work being devoted 
the teaching the first ten these combinations 
presented the four fundamentals. Great care 
should taken that the pupils are thoroughly ac- 


quainted with the old combination before presenting 
new one. 

The specific object the third and fourth grades 
make the pupil proficient addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplication and division with whole num- 
bers and certain fractions. Special emphasis must 
placed upon accuracy and speed both oral and 
written work. these grades are introduced sim- 
ple problems adapted the experiences the 
pupil; the study the commonly used tables and 
their use the life about him. 

the fifth and sixth grades, the processes with 
integers and fractions, both common and decimal, 
should thoroughly mastered. Great stress should 
placed upon the solution problems, the correct 
processes solving them and the use appropriate 
checks increase confidence their work 
and pride achievement. The habit verifying 
results one the best ways encouraging the 
pupils think. 

Right here, might add that great responsibil- 
ity rests the teachers the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades, and the pupil’s success arithmetic the 
following grades depends small degree upon 
the results that are secured these grades. Special 
attention should given individual needs. The 
pupil who passes the age eleven and twelve with- 
out having the ability perform accurately and 
fairly rapidly the fundamental operations arith- 
throughout life. 

The work common fractions the fifth and 
sixth grades should concrete situation, such 
the pupil will meet outside the class Upon 
close investigation will found that ninety-five 
per cent the fractions commonly used are, 
lows that thorough drill these fractions prac- 
tically equips the pupil meet quite successfully 
the fraction situation the world around him. Con- 
stant effort should made toward thoroughness 
and accuracy. 

The purpose the arithmetic the seventh and 
eighth grades give mastery percentage and 
its applications, mensuration, ratio 
tion, afford thorough and comprehensive re- 
view the entire subject arithmetic. Numerous 
problems should solved and the pupils should 
thoroughly familiar with process verifying 
their work, for unless pupil has acquired the habit 
checking his results, not master the sit- 
uation. true, the teacher always check 
upon the work, but the check greatest importance 
the pupil the one himself applies. know 
that result correct gives well grounded self 
confidence. Probably our most difficult task 
teaching arithmetic that developing the power 
see and use quantitative relations. meet 
his difficulty, problems must concrete the 
pupil—he must have clear mental picture the 
problems. The whole purpose solving problems 
arithmetic develop the ability solve the 
problems life; therefore, the problems given 
school should the same kind those life. 
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The classroom the workshop and the class period 
should given real thinking. 

Reasoning problems for home work should 
given sparingly. When pupil given home work, 
does not understand it, gets help from his 
parent. Very probably the home instruction will 
differ from that the teacher, and result, con- 
fusion arises. Not only that, can never quite 
certain whether the work has been done the 
pupil the parent. Assign memory work for 
home tasks. Many children memorize better they 
can repeat aloud when learning. Tables meas- 
urement, square, cubic, linear, etc., the fractional 
equivalents percents, definitions mensuration 
and percentage, formulas for finding areas, etc., and 
oral tests for speed. All these can advantageous- 
used for home work. 


The Time Devoted the Teaching Arithmetic 


The amount time given arithmetic differ- 
ent schools varies widely. Teachers should always 
feel free adjust the class time the needs the 
group. According statistics, fifty the leading 
cities the United States devote average 
fifty minutes per day the teaching arithmetic. 
This more time than the average teacher 
parochial school can afford give, for usually thirty 
minutes the limit, unless one fortunate enough 
have only one grade teach. However, not 
more time that need for the subject, but 
clearer realization the purposes for which arith- 
metic should taught. The teacher who devotes 
average one hundred-fifty minutes per week, 
thirty minutes day this subject, can feel 
certain that follows the general tendency 
present day practice. 


The Value Tests Arithmetic and the 
Importance Drill 


Tests arithmetic have two distinct purposes. 

The measurement the pupils’ ability 
solve arithmetical problems. 

The location existing weaknesses either 
the individual the group. 

Tests should become fundamental part every 
teacher’s teaching ,equipment. Give tests arith- 
metic frequently, for they are the most efficient 
means discovering individual difficulties. But, 
not stop the tests, follow them with 
remedial instructions and drills. Then test again 
see the remedial work has been effective. Pu- 
pils should made feel that tests are not merely 
given for the purpose assigning marks, but for 
the measurement their own achievement and 
progress. There are the market today, various 
standard tests which prove very beneficial both 
the teacher and pupil and which are great helps 
arousing real interest arithmetic. Such for ex- 
ample, are the “Woody McCall Mixed Funda- 
mental” test for grades three and eight. The “Com- 
pass Survey Test” and the “Compass Diagnostic 
Test.” These would recommend especially the 
beginning and end each semester. Keep records 
each test and compare results. Pupils will take 
great pride noting their progress. then that 
the law effect work, when the pupil has 
purpose view, that purpose the desire sur- 
pass his neighbor, exceed his own previous record 
attain certain goal set up.

our endeavor standardize our pupils 
arithmetic, must not neglect the daily drill. 
Arithmetic habit forming study and all know 
that things each day become, were, 
second nature us. Then let drill work arith- 
metic, especially the fundamentals, effect- 
ive possible. short, interesting drills 
least several times week. Convert your drills in- 
play period. Children never tire games, 
introduce them into the arithmetic class and the in- 
terest will never lag. 


Several years ago, had fifth grade that simply 
detested fractions. did everything rid them 
this attitude and last introduced something like 
baseball the fractions class. The class was div- 
ided into two teams. Each team the first base, 
with baseman guard. The pitcher called 
different problem each player. the expiration 
minute, the baseman called time, and the 
players passed second base —then third and 
fourth. The player who had worked correctly the 
problems all four bases, made “Home Run.” 
The team with the greatest number “Home Runs” 
won the game. very short time, “Fractions” 
became the favorite topic this class.

Accuracy one the marks the scholar, and 
there any one subject our curriculum that 
should characterized high degree ac- 
curacy, that subject arithmetic. Arithmetic 
tool almost useless, unless has edge keen 
enough its work highly accurately and fairly rapidly. 
Accuracy must never sacrificed speed. The demand 
today for greater accuracy computation well 
thought. The accurate student comes out top every 
time. The accurate pupil develops into the efficient busi- 
ness man and “Efficiency” has become the watchword 
the business world today. wish our pupils ring 


true this motto, must teach accuracy first, and then 
speed.

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Music Greek Education 


USIC, the history Greek education and 

culture, plays most important part thru its 
influence upon the emotions, character and social 
life the people. Intellectual, moral, and aesthetic 
education were all included the Greek the gen- 
eral term, “music.” Plato says: “Gymnastic for 
the body, music for the mind.” and music this 
sense included all that came within the activities 
presided over the Nine Muses: poetry, the 
drama, history, oratory, the sciences, well 
music the more limited sense. was made the 
grand medium for instilling the most important pre- 
cepts into the minds the youth. 


Infinitely inferior the moderns the mechan- 
ical resources the art, the Greeks had made, 
seems, far finer and closer analysis its relation 
emotional states; with the result that even 
music, which describe the purest arts—con- 
gratulating ourselves its absolute dissociation 
from all definite intellectual conceptions—the stand- 
ard the Greeks was much ethical aesthetic. 
The style music was distinguished and its value 
appraised not only the pleasure derived 
from it, but also the effect tended produce 
character. 


Music, then, had ethical value the Greeks; 
which not say that they put the ethics first and 
the music second, using the one mere tool 
the other. Rather ethical state mind was also 
their view musical one; just virtue was not 
prior beauty nor beauty virtue, but the two 
were aspects the same reality, two ways re- 
garding single fact. Since music was the center 
Greek education and culture, its moral character be- 
came matter primary importance. were 
formed the mind and temper the child, the youth 
and the citizen, and thru these the whole constitu- 
tion the state. “The introduction new kind 
music,” says Plato, “must shunned imperilling 
the whole since styles music are never dis- 
turbed without affecting the most important polit- 
ical institutions.” “The new style,” goes on, 
gaining lodgment, quietly insinuates 
itself into manners and customs; and from these 
issues greater force and makes its way into 
mutual compacts; and from compacts goes 
attack laws and constitutions, displaying the utmost 
impudence until ends overturning everything, 
both public and private.” Plato’s “Re- 
public,” had defined the character the poetry 
that should admitted into his ideal state, 
the “Laws,” especially defines the character 
the melodies and dances, regarding them the 
most important factor determining and preserving 
the manners and institutions the citizens. That 
the aim music teaching was ethical further 
shown the stress which both Aristotle and Plato 
lay the importance the state controlling school- 
music order secure sound moral 

That moral character should attributed the 
influence music perhaps the most striking il- 
lustration the ethical and aesthetic standards 
the Virtue, their conception, was the 
free expression beautiful and harmonious soul. 


Virtue, according Aristotle, consists delight 
the proper emotions, and emotions are produced 
melody and rhythm. Music has thus the power 
form character, and the various kinds music, 
based the various modes, may distinguished 
their effects character. One, for example, in- 
fluences the direction melancholy, another 
one encourages abandonment, another 
self-control, another enthusiasm and thru the 
series. Music may be, therefore, judged not merely 
the pleasure gives, but also the character 
its moral influence. Pleasure, indeed, essential 
there would art; but different kinds 
pleasure are given different kinds music. 
Plato says: “The excellence music 
measured pleasure, but the pleasure must not 
that chance persons. The fairest music that 
which delights the best and best educated, and es- 
pecially that which delights the one man who 
pre-eminent virtue and education.” 


The power music forming character, recog- 
nized the Ancient Egyptians, was still more ap- 
preciated and utilized the Greeks, and that 
extent which almost unintelligible. Char- 
acter, the Greek view, certain proportion 
the various elements the soul, and the right char- 
acter the right proportion. was found that 
means music the relation which these elements 
stand one another could directly affected. Not 
only could the different emotions excited as- 
suaged various degrees, but also the whole rela- 
tion the emotional the rational element could 
regulated and controlled the appropriate 
melody and measure. That this connection between 
music and morality really does exist recognized 
least rough and general way most people 
who have any musical sense. There are rhythms 
and tunes that are felt vulgar and base, and 
others that are felt ennobling and inspiring. 
Some music, Wagner’s for instance, frequently 
called immoral; Gounod described 
Beethoven bracing, and the like. However ab- 
surd such comments may often appear de- 
tail, there underlying them the undoubtedly well- 
grounded sense that various kinds music have 
various ethical qualities. just this side 
music, which has been neglected modern times, 
that was the one upon which the Greeks laid most 
stress. 


defined melody now understood was not 
feature Greek song; rather their song may 
compared with the recitative our day. Greek 
music was aid regulating rule the inflection 
the voice, marking the emphasis and defining 
the pauses the recitation their epic poetry. 
The rhythm their songs followed strictly laws 
laid down, and any innovation was reprehended 
even prohibited. There doubt that the older 
Greeks attached special ethical value the par- 
ticular pitch which melody was sung, value 
which are not now very able appreciate, but 
which apparently was both clearly perceived and 
generally recognized them. Plato says very 
hard the absence words, distinguish the 
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exact character the mood which the rhythm and. 


tune supposed represent. The particular emo- 
tional meaning the rhythm and tune employed 
the Greeks was brought out perfect lucidity 
the accompanying words, and the emotional charac- 
ter was further explained the eye gesture, 
pose, and beat the foot. The dance, well 
the melody, came thus have definite ethical sig- 
nificance. “It imitates,” says Aristotle, “character, 
emotion and action.” 

the remote times Greece, the guests 
feast sang the praises their divinities paeans 
sacred canticles. The guests sang each his 
turn, holding branch myrtle which passed from 
the hand him who sang him who was sing 
next. After the invention the lyre, none but 
those skilled its music were qualified sing 
the table where the lyre was used. Those 
unable play were obliged sing unaccompanied 
when they took part the feast and confine 
themselves the “myrtle.” This circumstance 
gave rise the Greek proverb: “He sings with 
the imputation ignorance. The only 
literature acceptable the earliest stages social 
life consisted 


War songs and ballads descriptive personal 
prowess. 

Hymns the gods. 

Songs lamentation and joy. 


The whole system Sparta was designed with 
view that military courage which was the virtue 
most prized the Spartan state and the one about 
which all their institutions centered. Music 
Sparta was actually what Plato would have had 
his ideal republic, public and state-regulated 
function. well for note that the Spartans, 
who all the Greeks came nearest being Phil- 
istines virtue, thought fit lay foundation 
purely aesthetic for their severe and soldierly ideal. 
The chants approved the ephors, sung the 
grave Doric mode, were meant instill into the 
hearts the young citizens the moral elements 
Spartan life; courage and discipline, noble and 
manly pride, contempt cowardly and servile ways, 
the seriousness existence and the worthiness 
effort. The war songs and ballads, the hymns 
the gods, the songs lamentation and joy, together 
with the study Homer, gave the young Spartan 
boy literature wherein the early ideals the 
Greek life were expressed form that had im- 
perishable influence each succeeding generation. 
The Laws Lycurgus, also, which Thaletas had 
set music, were committed memory and 
the music ever remaining grave and meas- 
ured. 

The main purpose teaching music was not 
attain professional skill singing and playing. 
was unquestionably produce harmony and bal- 
ance soul while the same time introducing the 
boy the lyrical literature his country and rous- 
ing the mind bravery and patriotism. Plutarch 
remarks: “Indeed, will take the pains con- 
sider their compositions and the airs which they 
marched when going battle, shall find that 
Terpander and Pindar had reason say that music 
and valor were allied.” Music teaching was never 


dissociated from verse and the music, was always 
subservient the words; poems were national 
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rather than personal their sentiment. short, 
the boy was taught music not that might 
musician, but that might musical. playing 
the lyre, gained not only insight the interpre- 
tation the poem, but also skill and creative ability 
the construction and performance its accom- 
paniment. both respects there was demand 
for individual ability and initiative, hence resulted 
development personality quite foreign any 
preceding type education. this sense that 
the Greeks expected and accomplished much 
from their musical education. Music developed not 
only this power appreciation and expression, but 
produced well harmony soul correspond- 
ing the harmony the body produced gym- 
nastics. The mental culture was but plain and 
simple, yet took hold the entire man; this the 
more deeply and thoroly because the youthful mind 
was not distracted multiplicity subjects and 
could therefore more closely devote itself the 
materials culture offered it. 

The whole life man stands need grace 
and harmony order that may service both 
words and deeds, and there much might 
learn from the early Greeks this idea. are 
apt forget these days that may have 
highly civilized people without schools instruc- 
tion, and the other hand that schools may cover 
country and the people yet remain uncivilized.

—Hamlet held Shakespeare’s master- 
piece. While thus positively grade any work 
art uncritical, may safely say that Hamlet has 
given rise more speculation, wider range 
thought and comment, than any other single work 
literature. the earliest that tremendous 
series dramas which the author seems burdened 
with peculiarly intimate sense the results 
human weakness and crime. 

All the plays Shakespeare are crammed with 
erudition. They are, Bacon defines poetry be, 
“the dream learning.” the Quarterly Review 
for April, 1894, writer, evidently accomplished 
Shakespearean scholar, thus 
“Shakespeare’s colossal individuality has absorbed 
into itself all that has been said before him. 
are informed with air finality that ‘Shakes- 
peare said it.’ How common hear asserted 
settlement point ‘You will find Shakes- 
peare,’ there had never been anything earlier, 
and the perspective the past were closed with this 
one dazzling star that sucked all the light all 
the firmament and shone alone! Behind it, black 
darkness; before it, widening down the aisle 
time, the searchlight ray Shakespeare’s brilliance! 
With the 19th century there has come into poetry 
deeper and wider appreciation Shakespeare; 
and even the greatest minds our times confess 
their writings the potent influence the wizard’s 
example.” 

spite all the comment, speculation and dis- 
cussion, that the play Hamlet has provoked, 
still remains puzzle always unsolved, constantly 
suggestive. Critic after critic asks what means 
and each has new answer. There are endless 
minor questions, too. Was Hamlet mad? Was 
Ophelia mass comment grows be- 
wildering. despair, one puts aside, turning 
straight the text; for after all, the chief thing 
not that should define the play, but that 
should know it; and Hamlet play everyone 
ought know. surely the work English 
Literature which allusions are most constant and 
most widely intelligible. Reading again and again 
you begin find that you may never know fully, 
because, for all your reading, remains inscrutable, 
yet though inscrutable, certain facts about become 
clearer for whoever considers coolly. 

Hamlet epitome Mankind, not in- 
dividual,—a sort magic mirror which all men 
and women see the reflex themselves. Millions 
human beings have passed, and millions are pass- 
ing, more less exactly, through the spiritual ex- 
perience exemplified Hamlet, their minds con- 
scientiously enthralled the sense duty live 
rational life, their hearts broken affliction, their 
thoughts and feelings perplexed and confused, their 
hopes alternating with their fears, their faith shaken 
their doubts, their desolated souls longing for 
the relief death and yet dreading the retribution 
after it. 

The burden, therefore, all criticism the 
effect that Hamlet the author meant give 


picture soul struggling with Destiny. may 
possibly have meant nothing abstract. Shakes- 
peare may have been most consciously striving 
represent his own soul strife Hamlet. He, like 
every other human being born into this world who 
succeeds keeping his soul alive, was indeed 
soul struggling most tragically with Eternity; re- 
fusing swept along passively the currents 
into which his life was plunged surrender 
the adverse forces within himself. 

other writer can surpass Shakespeare for the 
portrayal the soul. The intense deep tragedy 
all his plays that strife within the soul—and 
each glimpse our this personal factor, 
doubtless, that has given the drama that intense 
vitality and realism which make its words and 
phrases grip the mind; becoming thus the instru- 
ments which mankind large have found new 
means self-expression. 

is, perhaps, this fact Hamlet representing 
the dramatist himself which also makes him stand 
out from all Shakespeare’s characters inter- 
preter human actions. Into other character 
has the author put equal measure his distinct- 
ive powers insight into human nature. Asa rule 
women are better and keener readers human 
nature than men, but Shakespeare shows that 
had more than woman’s insight into human char- 
acter. Whilst other personages the play are try- 
ing penetrate his mystery, discover his pur- 
poses and read his mind, find Hamlet con- 
fusing them all and meanwhile reading them like 
open book.

hears opens some new avenue the “inmost part” 
those about him. man like this almost fore- 
doomed tragic loneliness; for even such love 
shows towards Ophelia and she towards him 
cannot blind him her want honesty her 
dealings. 

Hamlet, the man thought, may brood over 
possibilities, speculate events, analyze motives, 
and purposely delay action; but the end is, 
equally with Macbeth, the man energetic action 
whom the darkest hints the witches arouse 
desperate deeds, drawn unavoidable issues. 

Hamlet sees much which may not speak. 
the play can express himself soliloquy cun- 
ningly reveal the audience what hidden from 
the other personages the drama, but real life 
would become man large mental reserves 
and enforced secretiveness. 

heritage, Hamlet has hatred underhand 
cunning and treachery, that sincerity nature 
which justifies Laertes’ description him “free 
from all but heritage, also, has 
that faculty for dissimulation which his father’s 
character. 

Strange may seem, not uncommonly ob- 
serve the character the mother with her emo- 
tional impulses and subtle but scarce conscious 
shifts the individual when young; while the calm 
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deliberation the father come more plainly the 
surface later years. 

Setting aside any necessity which Shakespeare 
might think himself under follow the old play, 
Hamlet’s inherited disposition dissimul- 
lation that find the only explanation his de- 
liberately feigning madness. ruthlessly strips 
off the conventional delusions from things and lays 
bare the realities; utters the severest home 
truths with the greatest satisfaction. “These tedious 
old fools,” etc. 

anyone the full possession his reasoning 
powers refuses accept the delusions life and 
persists exposing the realities beneath appear- 
ances, much out harmony with his sur- 
roundings that will with certainty counted 
more less insane. Strange, too, may seem, 
such one will commonly feign more eccen- 
tric extravagant than really is. Though in- 
tellectually can contemplate objects and events 
their extreme relations; his self-feeling incapaci- 
tates him from regarding himself objectively, and 
there certain gratification vanity acting 
extravagantly and being thought singular 

Had recognized himself part the stale, 
flat and unprofitable things that perceived the 
things this world be, would have concluded 
that his individual feelings were very little con- 
sequence the universe; that there were many 
more woeful pageants than the scene wherein 
played, and have thereupon attained healthier 
tone mind. 

Hamlet had feigned complete madness, would 
not have allowed him accomplish his purpose. 
therefore assumes just much insanity neces- 
sary bewilder those whom wishes circum- 
vent who are trying cross him. match 
wits which the ablest mind wins allowing 
his inferior antagonists suppose him mentally 
deficient. 

observed how frequently Hamlet em- 
ploys this particular stratagem resisting moles- 
tation, especially from those who are trying pen- 
etrate his secrets. This appears his dealings with 
Rosencrantz, Guildenstern, Polonius and Ophelia. 
Compare especially with the spirit expressed this 
interesting scene which Rosencrantz and Guilden- 
stern are trying probe and “play upon Hamlet— 
2—“You would play upon me; you would seem 
know stops; you would pluck out the heart 
mystery; you would sound from low- 
est note the top compass. blood! 
you think easier played than pipe? 
Though you can fret you cannot play me.” 

Whether Hamlet was mad not, Shakespeare 
could not himself have answered the question any 
better than we. Artists know less what they 
not tell than inartistic critics give them credit 
for. But this know, that Hamlet one notable 
trait appears for the first time. Whatever else 
find the tragedy, surely find activity in- 
tellect which first seems superhuman. Putting 
all wonder aside, however, and asking whether 
real life have met anything like it, discover 
startling answer close hand. Any one 
must have known people whose tremendous mental 
activities make them, comparison everyday 
mortals, seem divinely gifted. Such mind shows 
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the diseased activity without the aberration 
mania. Such mind had Hamlet. 

Mystery and concerted secrecy were, moreover, 
characteristic not only the literary life the 
times, but even more the general social and polit- 
ical life. Plots and counter-plots, extreme caution 
and reservation writing letters men habitually 
writing friends suspicious that their letters 
would shown their enemies. Putting cryp- 
tic remarks here and there that only the one ad- 
dressed would able understand. Such are the 
things that stand out from the mass contemp- 
orary documents preserved the state papers and 
the various private collections. can quite 
sure that those times important secret would 
imparted anyone without first all receiving 
the most solemn assurances that risk dis- 
closure should run. 

Certainly the writer “Hamlet” was not the man 
neglect any precaution. The carefully framed 
oaths which Hamlet binds Horatio and Marcel- 
lus secrecy, and the final caution administers, 
are clearly the work man who knew how 
ensure secrecy, far was humanly possible 
human experience, that when superior intelligence 
combined with what may called faculty for 
secrecy and sound instinct judging 
ing agents, secret purposes are carried through suc- 
cessfully way that amazing and mystifying 
simpler minds. 

sense tragic fate, then, all its horror, un- 
derlies the mood which Hamlet would express. 
words can quite phrase it; perhaps none better than 
some fragmentary lines from Hamlet’s great 
oquy: 

the will, 

And makes rather bear those ills have, 

Than fly others that know not of.” 


regard Hamlet’s treatment Ophelia, 
must remembered that had received ex- 
planation Ophelia’s conduct when she returned 
his presents and letters the advice Polonius. 
Hamlet was honestly love with Ophelia and she 
seemed with him. was heir apparent 
the throne with his father’s death, had his uncle 
not seized the throne. His mother’s recent and 
hasty marriage had shattered his belief woman- 
hood. Now thrown aside Ophelia. What 
more likely than that Hamlet should conceive 
Ophelia mere fortune hunter who thrust 
him aside when lost the throne. 


Much the pathos the play lies the fact 
that completely mistaken. However, under 
this belief, and moment when man most needs 
woman’s help, sympathy, and support, ap- 
proaches Ophelia. wonder hushed into 
bitter silence when realizes she has failed him. 
Immediately repulsion engendered where before 
there was only love. When Hamlet tells Ophelia 
over and over again Nunnery, means 
just what says. his bitter and lawful hurt 
feels that penance and monastic life are necessary 
purge her her sinful nature. His affection for 
Ophelia was, however, too deep-rooted entirely 
cancelled, shown his remorse and sorrow 
after her death.

sold good books have been obliged either 
out business else clear the shelves the 
classics and pack them with more salable merchan- 
dise? The truth is, people longer nourish their 
minds with good reading. fact, there are com- 
paratively few outside secondary schools and 
universities who take real pleasure spending 
hour with Shakespeare with some other master- 
mind. Many reasons are given for this apparent 
neglect the the automobile, the 
movies, the radio, business, and what not? There 
doubt that all these tend turn the mind 
from loftier pursuits, but did ever occur you 
that there another reason? you think people 
have wrong idea about Literature? The word 
“Literature” does sound rather learned 
bidding, but, for now, let forget the sound and 
consider only its connotation. Literature “tells 
what other men and women are and some- 
times after reading good book, one will chuckle 
himself and say: “Human nature hasn’t changed 
one bit. Mrs. Smith just that kind woman,” 
or, “That description fits Charlie T.” 

Literature found outlet for every emotion 
originating the human heart. This statement 
could made Shakespeare alone, whom Carlyle 
styles the “Flower the Middle Ages.” This man 
was certainly genius, being, was, able 
deal with such variety subjects such ex- 
quisite manner. his plays are portrayed ambi- 
tion, jealousy, anger, filial piety, hatred, love, and 
reverence for never favors evil, but 
always punishes and brings out his good char- 
acters contrast. him turn for char- 
acters the deepest intellectual powers. not 
the Age, but the Ages. However, his literary 
greatness does not eclipse the brightness the 
minor lights. Each has his own place the world 
letters. Each does his share picturing 
the world more attractive place which es- 
say true life. 

Modern educators are exerting great deal in- 
fluence create early possible the life 
the child love worth-while books. One the 
most attractive features the late Readers the 
amount real literature that has been introduced 
into them. Excerpts from the writings such men 
Newman, Tennyson, Goldsmith, Whittier, and 
Lowell are presented the young mind. many 
instances, the children give remarkably good inter- 
pretations these, and, even very simple 
language, there evidence that noble emotion has 
been awakened. Take, for example, Longfellow’s 
“Village Blacksmith.” The class will quickly dis- 
cern that one virtue the blacksmith honesty,

And sits among his boys.” 

the whole they love this sturdy character who 

goes through life “toiling—rejoicing—sorrowing.” 


Children are adepts forming mental pictures, and 
ideas which may escape more mature minds, will 
readily present themselves them. Francis Thomp- 
son has written very appealing poem called “Lit- 
tle Jesus.” goes straight the heart the 
young. How gratifying watch their faces 
during its reading and note that finds echo 
their lives. This shows itself the approving 
smiles and comfortable fidgeting. Perhaps they 
have wondered about the everyday life the God- 
child, but they were never able give expression 
their feelings until they heard Thompson sing 
“Little Jesus, wast Thou shy 
Once, and just small 
“Thou cast not have forgotten all 
That feels like small.” 

the boys and girls grow older they begin 
search for more “thrilling” books, they call them. 
just here that they stand need guidance. 
Our Catholic periodicals continually deplore the 
kind novels that are presented the young 
people today.

Even the third side the triangle 
supplied the person Lancelot, the king’s most 
honored knight. these lines gives 
vivid picture the wedding:

And glorying their vows and him, his knights 

Stood round him, and rejoicing his joy. 


And Arthur said, ‘Behold, thy doom mine!

But Guinivere did not love him the death. In- 
stead she shared her affection with Lancelot.

The 
author’s style far surpasses the current English 
its exquisite diction, and, best all, the end the 
tale does not find Lancelot and Guinivere “living 
happy ever after.” No, the author duly punishes 
the faithless queen causing her experience 
great remorse conscience.

When the reader finished with this tale love 


and repentance, will readily pass the other 
equally delightful idylls and read until reaches 
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the most elevating them all, “Morte d’Arthur.” 
The dying king’s words are among the most sub- 
lime lines ever written. Picture this ideal monarch 
addressing his sole attendant, Sir Bedivere. Surely 
will not taken amiss rather lengthy pas- 
sage quoted which each verse serves em- 
phasize the beauty the preceding. Look again 
Arthur and hear him murmur: 


“The old order changeth, yielding place new, 
And God fulfills Himself many ways.

CHICAGO ARCHDIOCESE SCHOOL REPORT 
Joseph Desmond 


There are four hundred and twenty-seven Catholic 
grammar and high schools the Archdiocese Chicago, 
while the total number pupils only slightly below 
200,000, and the total number religious teachers 
4,974. These are among the gratifying statistics contained 
the annual school report for 1927-28, which has just 
been submitted His Eminence Cardinal Mundelein 
the Archdiocese Superintendents Schools, Rev. John 
Koslowski, Ph.D., and Rev. Daniel Cunningham, A.M. 
Spacious, substantial and admirably appointed new build- 
ings, erected during the year, increased enrollment 
pupils, and the energy and loyalty Priests, Brothers, 
and Sisters enlisted the work these flourishing 
schools arouse enthusiasm what the Catholics the 
Chicago Archdiocese are accomplishing behalf 
education. 

The exact number pupils enrolled 1927-28 shown 
have been 198,462—180,128 grade schools, and 
18,234 the high schools. This indicates increase 
10,000 the grades and nearly 3,000 the high schools 
during the course single year. All the grades 
schools outside the city Chicago show increase, 
but tendency the part parents patronize the 
public school kindergartens seems have been the prin- 
cipal cause decreased attendance the lower grades 
the parochial schools the city. this account 
the institution kindergartens connection with the 
parochial schools under consideration the present 
time. 

Praise accorded the teaching Sisters for co-oper- 
ation the carrying out the sanitary programme, for 
growing attention the subject the health school 
children phase the time Chicago elsewhere.

FIFTH GRADE 


Dramatization. The instruction for dramatization 
given the preceding grades will serve here. The 
dramatizating short stories and poems which are 
suited this grade should give evidence grow- 
ing originality and spontaneity adapting the 
more difficult literature the dramatic work, and 
better appreciation the required work literature 
read and studied the children this grade. 
least two plays should cast from either the 
prose the poetry this year’s work. Every 
child the class should assist the writing 
these plays. Towards the end the year, these 
fifth grade children should able write 
original play, showing originality thought and 
appreciation plot. This play may the out- 
come one the long stories read the class. 
final written form should show the result 
the combined efforts the class. the play 
well written performance public would 
encourage the children for close reading prose 
and poetry. Greater naturalness expression 
bound result even from the semi-acting 
selections that appeal the children. 


the present time, dramatization receiving 
much emphasis the grade schools. the time 
the child has entered the fifth grade, should 
able find the message the poem the short 
story, lay the plot and write out the parts for the 
participants. some schools there are special 
teachers for supervising the plays and games the 
children. Under teachers who have had special 
training courses normal schools, children will 
develop recreational skills and spirit play that 
contrast strongly with the skills and non-appreci- 
ative attitudes children who have not had the 
opportunity such training. 

Nearly all children have dramatic talents, and 
those who have not can made see how delight- 
ful live with the poet, see with the poet, 
feel with the poet; browse some delightful 
corner and receive inspirations that play upon the 
imagination produce stories that will 
brighten the darkest hour. The play instinct the 
children dramatic talent will powerful im- 
petus those less talented. child who has never 
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opened his mouth sing note, will join the 
bird-like warblings his little companions. The 
timid child who has never put forward foot take 
dancing step filled with the delight and pleasure 
those about him, will soon join the dancing 
crowd. may not very apt, but persevere, 
success will his. any event, not the com- 
panionship children who are playful, imitative 
songsters far more desirable than that the morose, 
the backward, the gloomy? 

Certain organizations communities are opposed 
dancing, and these would object this particu- 
lar side the play element our schools. Change 
the title and you’ll win the day. Place this activity 
under the title “folk games,” and results will 
obtain. our school children live into the high 
school period without any bending the body, they 
will awkward group individuals. Social 
dancing not taught our schools, and well; 
but the children from the first grade should 
taught give free abandon the body the little 
folk dances.

comment from the teacher, observer would 
able separate the class into two divisions. The 
one visioning, feeling, giving the 
other, seeing nothing but words. 

The joy literature lost the one who feels 
not; who responds not. Dramatization the surest 
help finding the inner message; makes sure the 
possibilities enjoying the beauties penned 
noble minds and daring hands. 

Here quotation from Carlyle which tells 
one the “lovelinesses” that even hard-working 
man has give: 


“Give us, give us, the man who sings his 
work! will more the same time,—he will 
better,—he will persevere longer. One 
scarcely sensible fatigue whilst marches 
music. very stars are said make harmony 
they revolve their spheres. Wondrous the 
strength cheerfulness, altogether past calcula- 
tion its powers endurance. Efforts, per- 
manently useful, must uniformly joyous, spirit 
all sunshine, graceful from very gladness, beautiful 
because bright.” 

Dramatization for children the middle grades 
most fascinating. They love stories; delight 
adventure; find enjoyment pictures and descrip- 
tions strange lands. The teacher should guide 
them the selection the best; help them dis- 
cover all that good their literature, poetry 
prose. 
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The teacher should possess keen enjoyment 
simple, well-defined rhythms; sympathy with the 
common human interests adventure, romance, 
humor, rime, and jingle; skill full-toned rhythmic 
phrasing and oral reading poetic lines; intimate 
knowledge the varied enjoyment values the 
selected poems adapted her grade; lastly, 
ability read with feeling that will impel the 
listener’s attention. 


SIXTH GRADE 


This continuation the work 
the fifth grade. this grade the children will 
able handle longer plays, and should display 
more originality arranging the parts, and 
staging the play. good stories are found the 
grade reader, these may used, also the narra- 
tive story the history lesson. Historical incidents 
may dramatized with great profit the children. 
least three finished plays should prepared 
the sixth year; one these may original. 

speech the instrument which men ex- 
press their thoughts and hold communication with 
one another, the expression these thoughts can 
very forcibly expressed the dialogue. This 
the most natural way well the most general, 
therefore the dramatization poems and the 
short story offer splendid material for speech 
mechanics. such activities more than any 
other will the child give free abandon his feelings 
order impersonate individuals. knowledge 
the facts must the child’s possession before 
can give out the free, natural flow 
language. 


Speech not only process communication, 
but also process expression. The emotions 
drain themselves through several channels; speech 
one them. Since the emotions govern and 
dominate the knowledge gained, this knowledge 
communicated speech will leave the minds 
the listeners just the feeling communicated 
the power word expression. other words, the 
feeling the listener identical with that the 
speaker. The speaker will give the feeling 
his possession, the listener will receive. 


Satisfactory practice spontaneous conversation 
should the privilege these children. They 
should allowed tell freely the things they 
have seen, heard, read about. These conver- 
sations should occur natural way and the 
children’s own situations. Here they should 
taught good listeners well good speak- 
ers. From this activity they should thrown 
once into the rendition part play where the 
dialogue form occurs, and they should made 
see that this should rendered exactly the same 
way their natural conversation was carried on. 
This splendid practice for acquiring naturalness 
speech and manner acting. There differ- 
ence between the voice used the dialogue the 
stage and that used the class room while telling 
story. 

The sixth grade might form groups and have 
story-telling period. the teacher join group, 
she does silent listener, not overseer, 
critic. She may store away information 
used the proper time. Spontaneity and freedom 
must reign the informal story-telling periods. 


period should provided for the re- 
lation favorite stories; for the gracious greeting 
the teacher her coming into the school the 
morning, and saying goodbye her leaving; for 
the planning school activities, such explaining 
different features the work visitors those 
who come for observation. The conversational 
periods should furnished with these and other 
activities like nature. These should handled 
the pupils themselves, guided and directed 
the teacher. These are real language periods. From 
them the observing teacher, apparently unconscious 
observation can gather specific language needs 
the pupils both collectively and individually. The 
result this will shown after the thoughtful 
teacher has organized the classroom situations 
such way bring about abundance prac- 
tice certain ungrammatical expressions. Incor- 
rect forms expression must never left 
chance. wouldn’t say, ‘he don’t’ other times,” 
can never accepted. Bad speech forms have been 
acquired repeated acts, and the only way elim- 
inate them acquire the correct forms 
greater number repeated acts. may natural 
say “he don’t,” believe is; but society does 
not permit natural. seems more natural 
for the child say, “it’s me” than say, “it’s I,” 
but again society does not permit natural. 
I,” and “he doesn’t” are just natural for 
some people say for others say, “it’s 
me,” and “he The problem one habit. 
The teacher whose pupils know how use correct 
forms has not done enough for these pupils; she 
must more—she must see that her pupils have 
sufficient practice these forms become habit- 
uated their use. knowing were doing, teach- 
ing would comparatively easy work. People 
who talk correctly because they have had 
sufficient practice using good speech forms. 
Spontaneity must rule. When are able 
thing without thinking how should done, 
have achieved spontaneity. child when learn- 
ing the multiplication table asked, “what seven 
times nine?” will have begin the begin- 
ning and through that particular number, say- 
ing times one seven, seven times two,” etc. 
until comes “seven times nine.” But after 
has thoroughly learned the multiplication process, 
can instantly respond with, “seven times nine 
thing without thinking how done. begin 
realize the growing process the mind when 
realize that processes once multiple can grasped 
single thought. 


The teacher closely watching these uninter- 
rupted social conversations. She gathering ma- 
terial for future lessons. She realizes that good 
speech habits are acquired her pupils, they 
must acquired -in natural environment, and the 
easiness and freedom with which 
rupted, social conversations are conducted are 
nearly natural environment possible secure 
schoolroom. One point should noted here, 
namely that the pupils should not led use cor- 
rect speech forms please the teacher, but have 
the gratification conquering bad speech habits, 
and securing correct expression thought.

Leonardo’s Last Supper has been very largely instru- 
mental keeping alive among non-Catholics knowledge 
and interest the life, personality, and teachings 
Jesus, but only well instructed Catholics that can 
properly understand and appreciate it. them 
treasure that means countless reproductions, though 
unfortunately often very poor ones, stirs their faith and 
devotion. thoroughly imbued with the spirit the 
subject that serves illustrate many phases that 
many-sided gift God, the Most Blessed Sacrament; 
the infinite goodness Christ instituting it; the simple 
and sublime way which did and the circumstances 
that accompanied the First Mass and the institution 
the Mass, etc., etc. But will consider particularly 
its bearing the salutary practise frequent and 
daily Communion.

Communion. And yet, not only did they all receive Him 
but Jesus Himself willed and ordered them (Judas, 
course, excepted), even knew that that very night 
they would all desert Him, that Peter would deny Him, 
and that Thomas would refuse believe His resurrection, 
and yet invited and ordered them receive Him be- 
cause least then and there they were clean and had 
good will. Moreover told them continuously reenact 
that Last Supper. fact wishes that all Catholics 
receive Holy Communion frequently and even daily, and 
that indicated, the great doctors the Church teach, 
the very forms bread and wine, man’s daily nourish- 
ment, which adopted for His Sacrament. The fore- 
most spiritual teachers the Church tell also that 
precisely because are weak and liable any time 
betray Christ left ourselves, that should stay ever 
close Him, the Source strength, Holy Communion. 
And, finally, settle all doubt and discussion the 
matter, the Church, under Pope Pius has definitely 
renewed the decree that daily Communion Christ’s 
desire for all and the normal course for every 
Catholic whatever his state life social condition 
long has the right intention and free from mortal 
sin.

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THE TEACHING RELIGION 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 
Life Problems 


ELIGION eminently practical. 

inclines certain things. Its purpose 
mold our conduct and shape our behavior. Unless 
expresses itself our actual life, utterly destitute 
value and devoid meaning. The contacts between 
ligion and life are numerous. Emphasis the practical 
side religion need not any means lead slight 
its doctrinal aspects. true that the moderns have 
lapsed into this error and that consequence hear 
stated our days that creeds not matter, but that all 
depends our way living. Nevertheless, can- 
not accept creedless religion, deedless religion 
equally useless. Creed seed that must blossom forth 
into action. is, therefore, imperative that the teacher 
pay due attention the practical phase religion 
and that, imparts religious knowledge, the 
same time forms practical habits life. The translation 
theory into conduct remains one the chief concerns 
the religious teacher. Certainly, interested 
making his pupils understand what prayer is, but 
far more interested really making them pray. child 
may able give excellent verbal definition 
prayer, but this little religious significance unless 
the child also possesses love prayer. Quite often the 
intellectual side religion has been unduly stressed. 
was against such overstraining that Thomas Kempis 
protested when wrote: “What doth avail thee 
discuss subtle questions concerning the Holy Trinity, 
thou lackest humility, and thus displeasest the Trinity? 
Truly, eloquent words not make man holy and just; 
but virtuous life rendereth him dear God. had 
rather feel compunction than know its definition. thou 
knewest the whole Bible heart and the sayings all 
the philosophers, what would avail thee without the 
love God and His grace?...Every one naturally desireth 
know; but what doth knowledge avail without the fear 
God?...Many, however, take more pains know much 
than live well, and hence they often err, and produce 
little fruit....Verily, when the day judgment 
cometh, shall not asked what have read, but 
what have done; not how well have spoken, but 
how piously have (Of the Imitation Christ.) 
Religious instruction that does not better the lives and 
improve the activities those participating it, does not 
rank very high. may without hesitation pronounced 
absolute failure. 


The religious teacher, therefore, will see that his 
religious instruction does not remain the air, but de- 
scends into the arena life. will keep mind the 
pregnant words penned Dr. John Cooper: “The 
central idea running through all the four courses, namely, 
that religion primarily life lived and life 
lived seven days the week, thus given greater em- 
phasis.” (Religion Outlines.) One the first things for 
the child learn how may practically live its religion. 
have, for example, the doctrine the Universal 
Fatherhood God. The child has assimilated the truth. 
But now comes the vital question, how shall live this 
truth? What does this truth mean for its daily behavior? 
How should affect its relations its fellow classmates, 
its neighbors, other men? Abstractedly, many one 
holds that God the Father all men, but for his daily 
dealings with his fellowmen this truth means nothing. 
not called into play. lies dormant the regions 
the intellect and fails become spring activity. 
relation established between the abstract doctrine and 
life. For centuries men proclaimed fervently that God was 
the Father all men and yet maintained the institution 
slavery, which was virtual contradiction this truth. 
The reason such inconsistency man’s shortsighted- 
ness that prevents him from grasping the obvious prac- 
tical implications his credal profession. 


Life and religion must linked together. The child 
must learn bring its own world experience under 
the guiding influence religion. The connections be- 
tween the child’s world and religion are not directly evi- 
dent. They must reasoned and worked out. Applica- 
tions practical points daily conduct are rather fre- 
quently overlooked the child unless its eye trained 
for their perception. Such training moral perception 
and psychological insight constitutes actual part re- 
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ligious teaching. child may have learned loathe self- 
ishness and formed the firm will unselfish. This 
same child will unaware the essential selfishness 
many its daily actions. does not realize that noisy 
play which tortures the nerves overworked 
mother really bit ugly selfishness. Why, even 
grown-ups offend such matters, and that not from any 
ill will, but from lack moral insight. child may 
both love and respect its mother, and never concretely 
perceive that the way answers its mother incompati- 
ble with love and respect. From abstract principle 
practical application the transition not always easy and 
requires trained observation. shall see how Mr. 
man tried apply religion life his Sunday School 
Class. 

follow his narrative. continues, “the 
middle group, which averaged eleven years age. 
began turn our programme toward human service, 
morals, and ethics. ‘What four inventions have made the 
greatest contribution the welfare man?’ was one 
the early questions.” cannot regard this question 
particularly happy one, since its moral implications are 
too remote. If, however, substitute this other ques- 
tion: Which human institutions are most important for 
human welfare? the discussion might become very fruit- 
ful. Unquestionably one the answers would be: the 
home. From this point perspectives will open every 
direction. will not difficult link the answer thus 
given the fourth commandment. Also will readily 
led the home Nazareth. The whole discussion 
the duties children towards their parents and the other 
members the family will placed concrete setting. 
Once the children have seen the tremendous importance 
the home for human welfare, the position parents 
appears them new light. After this question has 
been properly ventilated, the next one which Mr. Ullman 
puts well order: “What the greatest job the 
world? was another question which the answer was 
masterpiece—that being parent. opened the way 
for number earnest, candid talks healthy habits 
mind and body the basis this concern for being equal 
the task parenthood. Gradually the trend our 
talks shifted into ethical topics which continued through 
the third year.” 

The value this method lies the fact that ap- 
proaches the ethical problem from the child’s experience. 
does not start with abstract ethical principle that 
applied concrete situations, but begins with 
definite situations which are moralized. The great 
truth which the child learns this way that life em- 
bodies numerous situations that call for the application 
ethical principles. well through the entire 
experience the child and help the child discover 
all its relations and human contacts definite religious and 
moral qualities. Home, school, neighborhood, village, city, 
state, nation, mankind will turn suggest themselves. 
each case, first find out why such social institu- 
tion exists and what good does. Then try dis- 
cover our duties and responsibilities towards these insti- 
tutions. All these duties are better understood because 
seen concrete relations. Another line will lead 
different direction: home, parish, diocese, church. Here 
can brought home vivid manner how the parish 
receives its life from the church, and how therefore, 
must love the church more than the parish, because 
bigger, more important. Occasionally find individ- 
ual that cannot see why should held contribute 
diocesan affairs. evident that such one has not 
learned understand the relation dependence which 
the parish stands the diocese and still more the uni- 
versal church. school these larger perspectives must 
acquired the outlook upon life will always remain 
narrow and confined. 

The fourth commandment will take the mind 
the child entirely new significance, seen the 
pillar which the home rests. The children then can 
very easily led understand that the entire civiliza- 
tion mankind stands and falls with this commandment. 
Obedience parents will look like something very im- 
portant. appears the child’s contribution the 
building and conservation the greatest institution 
devised for the happiness Disobedience will 
look like something very small and mean. What really 


noble thing the home becomes even more apparent when 
the child considers that the son God Himself honored 
the home His presence.

Changes Teacher-Training 

teacher-training are the subject re- 

port published the federal Bureau Education. 
few years ago, when entrance requirements were com- 
paratively low, normal school curricula were three, four, 
five and even six years length, including courses 
the secondary level. Later the entrance requirements were 
raised and curricula were shortened. More recently, how- 
ever, higher entrance requirements have been maintained, 
and the curricula have been lengthened three, four and 
even five years beyond high school graduation. Between 
1924 and 1926 the number normal schools and teachers 
colleges granting degrees increased per cent. New 
York normal schools made the general transition from 
two-year three-year curricula. The three-year curricula 
the Rhode Island College Education were discon- 
tinued, and now all students are enrolled the four-year 
curricula, with the provision that least three years must 
completed. Students retiring the end three years 
receive certificates attendance, and diplomas are granted 
only upon completion four years work. 

Many institutions different parts the country have 
lengthened certain specialized curricula, such those 
art, music, home economics, physical education, commerce, 
and manual arts. change also noticeable the num- 
ber curricula offered. The general “single-track” 
curriculum which all candidates pursued irrespective 
the particular field teaching service for which they de- 
sired prepare has gradually given way most institu- 
tions two more differentiated curricula. The cur- 
ricula most commonly offered for prospective elementary- 
school teachers are: Kindergarten-primary grade, inter- 
mediate grade, upper grammar grade (or specialized 
curriculum for junior high school teachers), and rural 
school. The University Minnesota typifies few 
the larger institutions its addition specialized cur- 
ricula for school superintendents, high-school principals, 
and elementary grade supervisors. 

The introduction differential curricula has necessitated 
guidance students into those curricula for which they 
show special aptitudes and which they are most likely 
succeed. counteract the tendency the part 
students choose curriculum due some superficial 
notion concerning it, very often all students institu- 
tion during the first semester take common curriculum. 
Accordingly, exceedingly large number the teacher-

Present tendencies are grant certi- 
ficates professional training rather 
than examination.

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Increase Secondary Schools 


The growth secondary education, 
which has been outstanding devel- 
opment recent years practically 
every part the United States, has 
not yet reached its peak. Time was 
when only limited proportion the 
population failed work im- 
mediately after graduation from the 
graded schools, not sooner; now, 
however, high school attendants com- 
prise more than one-half the popula- 
tion high school age. 


bulletin the federal Bureau 
Education says: “High school enroll- 
ments have more than doubled since 
1920. The extension secondary ed- 
ucation include its junior high 
school some the grades formerly 
assigned elementary schools ac- 
counts some measure 
growth. The larger city school sys- 
tems are expeditiously placing more 
and more their pupils junior 
high schools, while the smaller sys- 
tems are less rapidly, but quite con- 
sistently, also adopting the junior high 
school organization. cities over 
10,000 population between 75,000 and 
100,000 pupils are being transferred 
from elementary schools into junior 
high schools every year.” 


The same source authority for 
the statement that although statistics 
show continual increase attendance 
rural high schools, these institu- 
tions are not gaining strength the 
rate those the cities, the enroll- 
ment urban high schools equaling 
71.1 per cent the children between 
fifteen and eighteen years age, 
while that the rural high schools 
amounts only 25.7 per cent. 
other words, city children por- 
portion their total number three 
times great rural children are 
now securing high school education. 


The bulletin expresses the opinion 
that “rural dwellers cannot hope 
compete advantageously with urban 
dwellers long their educational 
equipment generally inferior.” This 
conclusion may too sweeping its 
implication, but few will dispute that 
the present age machinery and 
science there more need formal 
education qualification for bus- 
iness success than there was the 
simpler days old.

his annual report his grace Archbishop Curley, the 
Rev. Dr. John Barrett, Superintendent Education for 
the Archdiocese Baltimore, notes the receipt letters 
from various parts the country approving the new 
course religion marking step forward the fun- 
damental subject the Catholic curriculum, and adds: 
“The teaching Brothers and Sisters our own schools 
feel that they have now concrete form efficient pro- 
gramme for teaching the ‘Faith Our Fathers’.” 


Regarding attendance the report says: “In the elemen- 
tary schools this year have 47,006 children, 23,180 boys 
and 23,826 girls. This shows increased enrollment over 
last year 1,882 children; 874 boys and 1,008 girls. This 
growth not limited any one particular section the 
Archdiocese. Baltimore city has 1,085 children—490 boys 
and 595 girls, more than the previous year. Washington 
numbers, while seemingly small, show steady progress. 
There are 406 children—223 boys and 183 girls, more 
the Washington Catholic schools than the previous high 
mark, which was last year.” the rural schools the 
Archdiocese the number pupils was 394 excess 
the enrollment for the preceding year. 


Nearly 5,000 children—to exact, 4,875—are enrolled 
the high schools the Archdiocese—not many 
would welcomed, but 346 more than the enrollment 
the preceding year. 


Dr. Barrett notes credit Catholic schools for progress- 
iveness educational methods and results which ac- 
corded bulletin issued the federal government. 
Citing from federal Bureau Education publication the 
computation that $102.05 per pupil represents the average 
expenditure public schools throughout the country, 
observes: “Very little has been done determine the 
cost Catholic School education. However, from some 
available data one able say that the cost per pupil 
ranges from $16 $20. seems that the year 1926 
Catholics this country spent approximately $35,952,000 
for the education their children. Taking the figures 
the public schools basis, expenditure least 
$131,254,569 would necessary take care the children 
now enrolled the Catholic Elementary Schools.” 
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This, turn, suggests indebtedness 
religious teachers, whose lives 
sacrifice and devotion make 
the low cost education the paro- 
chial schools. the Reverend Doc- 
tor well observes, “Priests and people 
have evidence daily that they are do- 
ing God’s work the finest way.” 
Thirteen teachers the Baltimore 
Archdiocese were claimed death 
during the year. the death each 
these teachers, each school the 
Archdiocese offered all the prayers 
the school day for the deceased. 
Dr. Barrett’s report says:
